Dear Fellow-Ministers: 


1965 will doubtless be remembered in 
Princeton as the year without a summer. 
| am not speaking of climate but of the 
normal pattern of June as the month in 
which one catches up, July the month 
to plan ahead, and August the month 
to relax and read reflectively. In lieu 
of this usual expectation there were 
negotiations for the Princeton-Windsor 
apartments, an expanded summer 
schedule of activities on campus, alumni 
meetings in the Far East, and an offi- 
cial visit to the Churches of Rumania. 
| suspect that this is a foretaste of 
summers to come. The Seminary will 
undoubtedly move more and more to- 
ward a twelve-month program, neces- 
sitated by the need for increased serv- 
ices to students, ministers, and laymen. 
Already the Center of Continuing Edu- 
cation is involved in a year-round pro- 
gram, and plans are being made to 
enlarge the Summer Language School. 
The acquisition of two hundred apart- 
ments, after years of having building 
plans frustrated, not only assures ade- 
quate housing for students and junior 
faculty but makes possible a new di- 
mension of community life for Seminary 
families. In this connection it is well 
to be reminded of words penned by Dr. 
Mackay to describe the Seminary as a 
Christian community. 








‘Princeton Theological Seminary is more 
than a school for the preparation of 
pastors and teachers of the Christian 
church. It is a community which under- 
takes to order its common life in ac- 
cordance with the obedience of faith in 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Insofar as Jesus 
Christ is the norm and the guide of all 
that happens in the life of the com- 
munity, it is possible of speak of Prince- 
ton Theological Seminary as a Christian 
community, and to commend the privi- 
leges and responsibilities of member- 
ship to successive generations of faculty, 
students and staff. Where Jesus Christ is 
the Lord of life, and is at work among 
those who live together in His service, 
the common life of all becomes the con- 
cern of each member of the community; 
and what happens to each member of 
the community belongs to the common 
life and the well-being of all.’”’ 


Meetings with alumni at home and over- 
seas have underscored the significance 
of community life while in Seminary 
and, at the same time, have encouraged 
us to strive all the more to create the 
conditions necessary for a richer Chris- 
tian community. The new campus for 
married students will help us achieve 
this. All our efforts, though, must be 
exerted in the light of the supreme fact 
that Dietrich Bonhoeffer has emphasized 
in his volume, LIFE TOGETHER: ‘‘God 
permits (us) to meet together and gives 
(us) community.’’ True Christian com- 
munity is a spiritual and not a human 
reality. 

With the Fall number of the ALUMNI 
NEWS there goes to every alumnus a 
warm invitation to return to the campus 
at some time during the year and to 
take part in the Seminary’s program.

Enrollment 


Hits New High of 532 


Princeton Theological Seminary wel- 
comed the largest student body in its 
history as 532 students enrolled for 
classes September 20-22. 

An entering B.D.-M.R.E. class of 127, 
twelve more than in the previous year, 
was one of the major reasons for the 
record enrollment. A total of 297 B.D. 
candidates, and thirty-six M.R.E. candi- 
dates, are registered for the current 
semester, an increase of one over 1964 
figures.

Right: An all-campus picnic September 
22 at the recreation area of the 
Seminary's new 200-unit apartment 
complex drew so many participants 
that food ran low and the planned 
program was abandoned. Student 
body leaders, who had originally in- 
tended to introduce new students to 
the program of extra-curricular activi- 
ties, decided it was impractical to 
gather the 500-plus students, wives 
and children for even an informal 
presentation. The event, intended as a 
primary.means of establishing con- 
tacts between dormitory and married 
students, was rated the most success- 
ful such “‘mixer’’ at the Seminary in 
recent years, and the establishment of 
a central housing facility for married 
students was given a major share of 
the praise for the surprising turnout. 


Also on the increase is registration in 
the Th.M. and Th.D. programs. Fourteen 
more Master’s students are at work this 
year, and an increase of six was recorded 
in the doctoral program. Special stu- 
dents, both graduate and undergradu- 
ate, increased by six. 

Enrollment has drifted steadily upwards 
for six years: 421 in 1960, 445 in 1961, 
492 in 1962, 512 in 1963, 506 last 
year. The previous high was an even 
500 in 1956. 








Gaertner Joins 


Faculty, Beker Named 


Two permanent appointments to the 
Princeton Theological Seminary New 
Testament faculty were announced by 
President James |. McCord following the 
October 11-12 meeting of the Seminary’s 
Board of Trustees. 

Bertil E. Gaertner, Swedish New Testa- 
ment scholar formerly at the University 
of Upsala, was named Professor of New 
Testament Language and Exegesis. 

J. Christiaan Beker, a native of the Neth- 
erlands who until 1964 taught at the 
Pacific School of Religion, was appointed 
Professor of Biblical Theology. Beker 
has been Visiting Professor of New 
Testament at Princeton Seminary for the 
past year. 

James E. Wallace, formerly a practicing 
attorney in California who completed his 
studies for a Princeton Seminary Doctor 
of Theology degree in 1964, was named 
Assistant Professor of Christianity and 
Society, and Admissions Officer at 
Princeton Seminary, at the same meet- 
ing of the Trustees. 

Joining the two New Testament additions 
this year is Germany's Joachim Jeremias, 
leading specialist in the study of the 
parables of Jesus. Jeremias, who is Pro- 
fessor. of New Testament at the Univer- 
sity of Goettingen, is a Visiting Professor 
of New Testament for the current term. 
Alberto Soggin, Italian Old Testament 
professor from the Waldensian Theologi- 
cal Faculty of Rome, will be Visiting 
Professor of Old Testament for the sec- 
ond semester. Serving as Visiting Lec- 
turer in Ecumenics is Dr. Carl Furuya, 
Professor at International Christian Uni- 
versity in Japan. 

Gaertner, a minister of the Swedish Lu- 
theran Church, has taught both Old and 
New Testament at Upsala University 
since receiving his doctorate in 1955. 
His career includes a year’s service as 
student pastor to the university, and 
military service in the Swedish Army. 
Besides more than 250 articles in aca- 
demic and popular publications, he has 
published The Theology of the Gospel 
According to Thomas in both Swedish 
and English, and monographs in the 
fields of Pauline theology and the Dead 
Sea Scrolls. 

Christiaan Beker is the author of The 
Church Faces the World, a study of late 
New Testament writing, and articles for 
various scholarly journals and Biblical 
dictionaries. A graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Utrecht who earned his Doctor of 
Philosophy degree at the University of 
Chicago, Beker taught at Union Semi- 
nary in New York before going to the 
Pacific School of Religion in 1959. 





Professor 


The Parables of Jesus is the best known 
of the seven works by Joachim Jeremias 
that have been printed in English. A 
revised version is to appear soon, along 
with a new book entitled The Origins of 
Infant Baptism. Jeremias is chairman 
of the Septuagint Commission of the 
Academy of Letters and Sciences at 
Goettingen, and a member of the Royal 
Netherlands Academy of Sciences and 
Letters as well as the holder of the Bur- 
kitt Medal of the British Academy. 
James Wallace, who will direct the Prince- 
ton Seminary Admissions office as well 
as teach in the field of Church and So- 
ciety, received his law degree from the 
University of California at Berkeley in 
1949. Following three years of service 
as an infantry officer with the Marine 
Corps, Wallace entered legal practice in 
Los Angeles, where he was active in Boy 
Scout, Red Cross, and YMCA programs 
and served on the Republican Central 
Committee of Los Angeles County. In 
1964-65 he was the convener of the 
Evanston Conference of Lawyers and 
Clergymen, during a year’s post-doctoral 
study at Northwestern University’s Pro- 
gram in Law and the Social Sciences as 
a resident fellow the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation. 


Also named to the administrative staff 
is Jerome J. Leksa, who comes to Prince- 
ton Seminary as Assistant to the Dean of 





Field Education after eight years as Di- 
rector of the Westminster Foundation at 
the University of lowa. 

New instructors on the Princeton Semi- 
nary faculty are: Norman Beck, who will 
be teaching in New Testament while 
completing a doctoral dissertation in that 
field; W. Malcolm Clark, who has ac- 
cepted an appointment as Instructor in 
Old Testament after completing a Ph.D. 
degree at Yale University; and Darrell J. 





Forman, Weber, Kaesemann and 
Routley Set Seminary Lectures 


A specialist in the field of Christian mis- 
sions, a noted Church musician and two 
German theologians will deliver major 
lectures series during the current aca- 
demic year at Princeton Theological 
Seminary. 

Charles W. Forman, President of the 
Commission on Ecumenical Mission of 
the United Presbyterian Church and 
Professor of Missions at Yale University 
Divinity School, opened the lecture sea- 
son November 8-9, with three addresses 
on ‘‘The Missionary Calling in Historical 
Perspective.” 

The six-address Annie Kinkead Warfield 
Lectures will be delivered February 7-11, 
1966, by Otto Weber, Professor of Re- 
formed Theology at the University of 
Goettingen. Weber, whose topic will be

Doughty, Instructor in New Testament 
who returns to the United States after 
doctoral research at the University of 
Goettingen. 

Also David B. Evans, who will be Instruc- 
tor in Church History following a year 
as a Dumbarton Oaks Fellow in Washing- 
ton, D. C.; and Donald B. Rogers, Prince- 
ton Seminary doctoral candidate who 
will be an Instructor in Christian Edu- 
cation. 


“Calvin’s Doctrine of the Word,’ will 
speak at 7:45 p.m., on each of the five 
days (Monday through Friday) and also 
at 1:20 p.m., on Tuesday, February 8. 
‘The Interpretation of Paul’’ will be the 
title of three evening lectures in Biblical 
Theology to be given Monday through 
Wednesday, March 14-16, by Ernst 
Kaesemann, Professor of New Testa- 
ment at the University of Tuebingen. 
Completing the series will be the an- 
nual Stone Lectures April 11-14, by Erik 
Routley, minister of the Augustine-Bristo 
Congregational Church of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, and former lecturer in church 
history and organist at Mansfield Col- 
lege, Oxford. He will speak each eve- 
ning, Monday through Thursday, and at 
2:00 p.m., on Tuesday, April 12, on 
“Church Music and Hymnody.’’ The 
evening lectures will be at 7:45 p.m. 
Routley is the author of some twenty-five 
volumes and collections in the field of 
church music and church history. He 
held two pastorates prior to his appoint- 
ment to Mansfield and subsequent move 
to Edinburgh, and has been editor of the 
bulletin of the Hymn Society of Great 
Britain and Ireland and editor of the 
chronicle of the London Missionary So- 
ciety. He writes weekly book reviews 
and occasional articles for The British 
Weekly. 

Ernst Kaesemann, on leave from his 
University of Tuebingen post this year to 
serve as a visiting professor at San 
Francisco Theological Seminary, received 
his Doctorate in Theology from the Uni- 
versity of Marburg. His best-known book 
is the study of Pauline thought, Leib und 
Leib Christi. 

Otto Weber went to the Goettingen fac- 
ulty in 1934 after six years as director 
of the Reformed Theological College at 
Wuppertal, Germany. His best-known 
works in English are Karl Barth’s Church 
Dogmatics and Ground Plan of the Bible. 
Charles Forman joined the Yale faculty 
in 1953 after service with the National 
Council of Churches and a year as direc- 
tor of the Christian Student Fellowship 
on Christianity and Communism. Editor 
of The Christian’s Handbook on Commu- 
nism and author of A Faith for the 
Nations, Forman taught at North India 
United Theological College for five years 
in the late 1940’s. Educated at Ohio 
State University, he received his Ph.D. 
at the University of Wisconsin in 1941, 
and then returned to school to earn a 
Bachelor of Divinity degree at Union 
Theological Seminary in New York. He 
later received the degree of Master of 
Sacred Theology at Union. 












The 108 graduates of the Class of 1965, 
including eleven M.R.E. graduates, last 
year numbered in their ranks 94 recipi- 
ents of the B.D. degree in the 1965 
class, two members of the Class of 1964 
whose degrees were awarded with the 
following year’s graduates, and one re- 
cipient of the Certificate in Theology. 





Secretary of the Seminary Arthur M. By- 
ers, Jr., who guides graduating Seniors 
in their relationships with the Columbus 
office of the Department of Ministerial 
Relations, as well as equivalent offices 
in other denominations, has received in- 
formation from all but seven of the grad- 
uates as of October 1. 

Seventy B.D. graduates went immedi- 
ately into local congregations as minis- 
ters, associates or assistants. Another 
six were called to specialized ministries 
such as the campus ministry or institu- 
tional chaplaincy, and two graduates 
were Called to overseas service. 

Seven men and women who received 
diplomas in June have entered the field 
of Christian education, including both 
B.D. and M.R.E. graduates. The four 
graduates who are listed under ‘‘miscel- 
laneous”’ will be doing such things as 
working as an area administrative secre- 
tary for COEMAR, running a Red Cross 
Clubmobile program in Korea, undertak- 
ing special work for the Presbytery of 
Detroit, and getting married to other 
graduates who are entering pastorates.

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Borough Hall The buildings and grounds that presently serve as a town hall for the Borough 
of Princeton have been purchased by Princeton Seminary. The property is the last 
available unit of major real estate bordering the current campus. The property in- 
cludes a gracious post-Colonial mansion, now the Princeton Borough Hall, and one 
other structure. It also provides a site for a projected classroom building. $200,000 
of the cost is an approved item in the $50 Million Fund budget. The current Borough 
Hall can temporarily be used for offices as well as for classrooms until a new class- 
room building can be constructed. 


Seminary Takes Title to Borough Hall 


Princeton Theological Seminary on Sep- 
tember 28 became landlord to Prince- 
ton’s police department, tax office, traffic 
violations bureau, welfare services, and 
the offices of the Mayor and Borough 
Administrator. The new tenants also in- 
clude the Princeton post of the American 
Legion. 

The tenants came with the deeds to the 
Borough Hall and its property, a plot of 
three and a half acres running com- 
pletely through the block between Mer- 
cer and Stockton Streets, and covering 
the remaining area between Speer Li- 
brary and Trinity Episcopal Church. 
The acquisition, part of a four-party ar- 
rangement involving the Seminary, the 
Borough, Princeton Country Day Schools 
and the Trustees of the Swann Estate, 
brings under Seminary control the last 
remaining piece of major property ad- 
jacent to the main campus. No plans 
for utilization of the property or the 
buildings have been set, but the possi- 
bility of a new classroom-faculty office 
building next to Speer Library, and the 
eventual use of Borough Hall for admin- 
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istrative or seminar space, has been dis- 
cussed informally. 

Thompson Hall was once one of Prince- 
ton’s residential showplaces. Located 
across Stockton Street from the resi- 
dence of New Jersey governors at 
Morven, it was an admired setting for 
musicales, teas, and formal balls. Con- 
verted to office space, with jail cells in 
the basement, it has lost all of its in- 
terior charm, and the necessary addi- 
tions to the building have also altered 
the outer appearance. 

Located on the same plot, on the 
Mercer Street side, is a small stone 
building currently used by the American 
Legion post in Princeton. At an earlier 
date the Borough government occupied 
the smaller structure, but was forced to 
seek larger quarters as civic responsibil- 
ities increased. 

The need for improved governmental of- 
fices was also a factor in the acquisition 
of the property by the Seminary. En- 
larged and better designed municipal 
offices made a move by the Borough an 
obvious need. With the consolidation 


this Fall of Princeton Country Day School 
(for boys) and Miss Fine’s School for 
Girls on a new campus on the Great 
Road, the original property of Miss 
Fine’s was vacated. It is this site, lo- 
cated on the corner of Stockton Street 
and Bayard Lane, that the Seminary 
actually purchased. With the concur- 
rence of Trustees responsible for the 
older Borough Hall property, and the 
approval of the court, the Borough and 
the Seminary then traded. The Borough 
received a site more suitable for the 
construction of a new _ headquarters, 
along with a gymnasium for public meet- 
ings and recreation. The Seminary re- 
ceived a new addition contiguous to 
existing property. 


The Seminary does not expect to occupy 
the property for some time. It will be 
necessary for the Borough to plan for 
new construction, demolish the old Miss 
Fine’s School (originally the home of 
Princeton Inn), and arrange financing for 
their new home before the Seminary will 
be able to consider using the structures.

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The long-planned $50 Million Fund will 
meet some of the most pressing capital 
needs of the United Presbyterian Church, 
and three of the most urgent needs of 
Princeton Seminary are on the list. 

A fund of this nature will meet all of the 
listed needs only if the entire goal is 
met, and all United Presbyterians are 
sharing in the work of assuring that suc- 
cess. If only a part of the goal is 
reached, then the objectives of the fund 
will be partly met. 

But, $50 Million Fund planners have 
pointed out that donors may designate 
their gifts to the campaign, whether 
from individuals, churches, or any other 
source, for any of the approved objec- 
tives. 

That allows any church or individual to 
make his contribution for the benefit of 
Princeton Seminary’s approved projects 
within the $50 Million Fund. Should the 
Seminary’s needs be fully covered by 
such designated gifts, the Seminary will 
receive its entire approved share whether 
or not the total goal of the Fund is 
achieved. 

The items illustrated and described be- 
low, as well as the Borough Hall prop- 
erty described on the opposite page, are 
the Seminary’s projects with the $50 
Million Fund. 

A small leaflet, suitable for insertion in 
orders of worship distributed for Sunday 
services, is available to ministers who 
desire to bring these designated gift 
possibilities to the attention of their 
congregations. Vice-President Robert M. 
Skinner, ’34, is the person to write. 
People who give $100 or $100,000 to 
one of the approved needs of Princeton 
Theological Seminary will know precisely 
what their dollars have accomplished. 


Apartments 


Until this summer Princeton 
Seminary had only forty apart- 
ments for its 300-plus student 
families. Architects and_ build- 
ers estimated it would cost about 
$20,000 per unit to build forty- 
six more apartments, and the 





$50 Million Fund budget includes 
$383,000 toward this objective. 
Early this summer a nearly-new 
200-unit apartment complex just 
ten minutes from the campus 
became available at a _ public 
sale. It was secured by the 
Seminary at a little more than 


Power Plant 


All of the campus buildings 
have been heated from a central 
power plant more than fifty years 
old. This past summer the boil- 
ers did not pass inspection and 
were condemned. For the next 
two years steam will be pur- 
chased from Princeton University. 
Before the end of that period, 
Princeton Seminary must com- 
plete the construction of a new 
facility that will combine heat- 
ing, maintenance and_ service 
operations. The $50 Million Fund 
budget includes $1,000,000 for 
this critical project ——- very close 
to the estimated building cost. 
The construction of the modern 
service and maintenance center 
will assure the Seminary of 
power for heating, provide a 
more economical and efficient 
headquarters for maintenance 
services, and enable the Semin- 
ary to meet the needs of ex- 
panded campus facilities for its 
growing program. 


half the anticipated cost of build- 
ing. The money borrowed to take 
advantage of this opportunity 
must be repaid at the earliest 
possible moment. The $383,- 
000 will begin to make these 
fine facilities the permanent 
property of the Seminary. 
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Roll Call Responses 
Ups 53 -Percent: 
New Classes Lead 


The number of responses to the an- 
nual Princeton Seminary Alumni Roll 
Call went past the 1,000 mark for the 
first time this year, with 1,007 individual 
gifts and pledges received, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Robert M. Skinner, ’34, has an- 
nounced. The total includes some re- 
sponses by former students who made 
more than one gift during the year. 
The total, 336 more than the previ- 
ous year for a 53% increase, brought 
$14,886 to the endowment of the Center 
of Continuing Education. The amount 
is still short of the $25,000 goal set 
by the Alumni Council, but the total 
contributions represent a 48.8% rise 
over the 1964 giving level of $10,012. 
The Alumni Council voted to retain 
the $25,000 goal for the 1966 Roll 
Call, and announcement of the begin- 
ning of the campaign will reach alumni 
in early December. The Class of 1965, 
newest in the ranks of the Seminary’s 
5,300-plus former students, has already 
begun mailing in advance gifts. 

The profile of alumni giving shows a 
strong trend toward major support from 
graduates of more recent years. The 
class of 1964 was the only class, with 
the exception of the 50-year graduates 
of 1915, to record a gift from more than 
half of the class’s members. The 50- 
year men, who assembled on campus at 
the June Commencement for a reunion, 
made nineteen contributions to a special 
scholarship endowment fund in honor 
of their class. Dr. Skinner, in summar- 
izing the alumni giving for the year, 
pointed out the importance of contribu- 
tions from former students in the total 
development program of the Seminary. 
‘Alumni may not be able to make large 
gifts, although many of them are finding 
it possible to give the Seminary a greater 
percentage of their benevolent contribu- 
tions,’’ he said. ‘‘But the individuals 
and foundations who are able to make 
capital contributions are always im- 
pressed by the number of alumni who 
contribute. The gift of an alumnus may 
be a wedge that opens up the door to a 
much larger contribution.”

Library Acquires Rare 
Letters, Photos and 


Journals 


A collection of fourteen original let- 
ters, including messages written by 
Benjamin Franklin, Alexander Hamilton, 
Washington Irving, Thomas Jefferson, 
James Madison, Lafayette, Martin Van 
Buren and George Washington were 
deposited in Speer Library earlier this 
year. The anonymous __ presentation 
totaled fourteen letters written between 
1777 and 1834. 

The diary of Robert Hamill Nassau, 
1859, pioneer medical missionary to 
Africa who founded the Lambarene 
mission station made famous by Albert 
Schweitzer, was presented to the library 
this year by Miss Mary Brunett Nassau 
and Miss Foster of Bay Head, N. J. 
Along with the diary of the famed mis- 
sionary, who went from Princeton Semi- 
nary to the University of Pennsylvania 
to earn a medical degree before going to 
Africa, came a collection of photographs 
relating to Nassau’s work. 

Another personal journal came to 
Speer Library when the Atlantic County 
Historical Society of Somers Point, N. J., 
authorized the microfilming of the thirty- 
five volume diary of Allen Henry Brown, 
1843, who served as a_ missionary 
among the churches of New Jersey. 


Adelphian Club Photo 
Sought for Alumni Room 


The Alumni Room in the Campus 
Center, repository of records, photo- 
graphs, and other mementoes of Prince- 
ton Seminary’s former eating clubs, has 
been rearranged to include representa- 
tion to the four clubs in existence at the 
time the construction of a central dining 
facility brought the long service careers 
of the clubs to a close. 

Group photographs, and the original 
building signs, of the Friar, Warfield, 
Calvin, Benham, and Calvin-Warfield 
clubs are on display.

Farber and McCartney, 
Emeritus Trustees 


Benjamin F. Farber and Albert J. Mc- 
Cartney, both emeritus trustees of the 
Seminary, died this past summer on 
dates one month apart. 


McCartney, a member of the Class of 
1903, died on August 20 after having 
served as a member of the Board of 
Trustees since 1931. 


Farber, who was named to the Board 
of Trustees in 1930 and who became 
Secretary of the Board in 1944, died on 
September 20. He was a member of the 
Class of 1909. 


Pastorates in First Church, Germantown, 
Pa.; First Church, Plymouth, Mich.; 
Woodward Avenue Church, Detroit; Sixth 
Church, Pittsburgh; and Fourth Church, 
New York City were served by Farber 
during his ministry. He also was in war 
service in 1918 with the Y.M.C.A., and 
after his retirement was Interim Pastor 
at Tenafly, N. J. In 1924, both Wash- 
ington and Jefferson and Grove City 
Colleges honored him with the D.D. 
degree. 


Long the pastor of the National Presby- 
terian Church in Washington, D. C., Al- 
bert J. McCartney was ordained in 1903 
to the pastorate of the Westfield Church, 
Mt. Jackson, Pa. Following study at 
Glasgow and Oxford Universities, he 
went to Sharon, Pa., as minister of the 
First Presbyterian Church. He later held 
pastorates in Chicago, and Santa Mon- 
ica, Calif., before going to Washington 
to the pulpit of the congregation then 
known as the Covenant First Presby- 
terian Church. He served as a consult- 
ant to the State Department, delivered 
invocations at two Republican National 
Conventions, and after his retirement 
was Director of the Sunday Evening Club 
in Chicago. 


Professor Arend van Leeuwen, Director of the 
Lay Education Center Kerk en Wereld in the 
Netherlands, lectured and met with classes dur- 
ing an early October appearance on campus. 











John McKee, 
Alumnus & Newsman, 
Dies at 62 


John L. McKee didn’t enter the min- 
istry. He left Princeton Seminary after 
one year of study as a member of the 
Class of 1935, and returned to the news- 
paper world he first entered as a copy 
boy in Kansas City at the age of 17. 
For twenty years following World War 
Il, McKee played a key role in the devel- 
opment of a worldwide financial report- 
ing service for the Associated Press. He 
had earlier worked for International 
News Service, United Press, and the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, as well 
as an advertising agency. 

The son of a Princeton alumnus, 
James McKee, '86, John McKee died in 
a New York hospital after surgery for 
removal of a brain tumor. He had long 
been handicapped by crippling arthritis. 
At his death Hal Boyle, syndicated AP 
columnist, wrote the following: 

He was one of those quiet heroes for 
whom no bugles ever blew, because we 
accept their daily bravery as common- 
place. Arthritis seemed to grip his 
spine like a giant hand and slowly and 
progressively bent him over. His pos- 
ture was so bad he could not look up or 
to the right or left. The rough cabbies 
in his neighborhood had a protective 
attitude toward him. They d pass by a 
fuming fat lady or an important-look- 
ing executive anytime to pick up, ‘That 
bent-over fellow with the cane.’ 

A cabdriver asked me the other day, 
‘Say, whatever happened to your friend, 
the bent-over man?’ When I told him, 
he was silent for a moment and then 
said: ‘Well, he sure was a grand guy. 
I never knew anybody that showed more 
real guts. When people talk like that 
about you after you're gone, you don’t 
need a memorial. You've made a suc- 
cess out of life. 
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The Dutch theologian, author of the recent book 
Christianity and World History, is shown here 
in discussion with a seminar conducted by Pro- 


fessor of Ecumenics M. Richard Shaull, ‘41. 
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Old Testament Professor Charles T. 
Fritsch, '35, delivered lectures this past 
summer to audiences at Hankuk Theo- 
logical Seminary, Presbyterian Theologi- 
cal Seminary, and the Yonsei University 
College of Theology, and also addressed 
a specially called meeting of the Old 
Testament Society of Japan, during a 
tour of the two nations. 

In both Korea and Japan Dr. Fritsch met 
with large groups of Princeton Seminary 
alumni. Forty former students, as well 
as Mayor Chi Young Yun of Seoul who 
lived on the Seminary campus while a 
graduate student at Princeton University, 
were among sixty-five guests at an 
alumni dinner held September 6th in a 
Seoul hotel. The group included Ameri- 
cans involved in various missionary and 
educational programs in Korea along 
with Koreans who had studied in Prince- 
ton. 

At the Young Nak Presbyterian Church 
of Seoul, where Kyung Chik Han, ’29, is 
the minister, Fritsch was the preacher 
for a Sunday morning schedule of three 
separate services of worship beginning 
at 7:15 a.m. More than 8,000 attend 
the three services each Sunday. 

While in Japan, the Seminary Old Testa- 
ment professor preached for the con- 
gregation where the father of Miss Keiko 





Obara, '35, is the minister, was guided 
through the industrial city of Osaka by 
Bokko Tsuchiyama, Th.D., ’64. He also 
visited in Tokyo with Masanao Fujita, a 
leader of the Japanese Church whose 
son, Shozo Fujita, is now a Th.D. candi- 
date at the Seminary. 

Highlighting the visits with individuals 
in Japan was a meeting with the widow 
of Toyohiko Kagawa, famed Japanese in- 
dustrial evangelist and theological 
scholar who was graduated with the 
Class of 1915. 

Dr. Fritsch’s lectures at the Hankuk 
Seminary in Seoul were in connection 
with the 25th anniversary of that institu- 
tion. He spoke on ‘‘Archaeology and the 
Bible’ and on “‘The Theology of the 
Prophets.’’ In addition to the three 
lectures at the Presbyterian Theologi- 
cal Seminary, also in Seoul, Fritsch 
discussed present-day hermeneutical 
problems with the faculty of Yonsei Uni- 
versity’s Theological College. Yonsei, 
founded in the early 1900’s is one of 
the oldest Christian universities in Korea. 
Upon returning to Princeton, Dr. Fritsch 
said that the difficult trip was eased by 
the careful planning and personal inter- 
est of COEMAR staff members and espe- 
cially Stanton Wilson, member of the 
Class of 1949. 





PRESIDENT JAMES I. McCORD, whose 
early summer schedule was complicated 
by the unexpected purchase of the Semi- 


nary’s new apartments for married 
students, spent July 23-31 visiting Re- 
formed centers in Rumania after deliver- 
ing the Hoyt Lectures July 19-23 at the

meeting of the Executive Committee of

During the past year the pace of the 
Fifty Million Fund in the United Presby- 
terian Church has accelerated as the 
campaign has begun to move from 
judicatory to judicatory. Timetables for 
presbyteries and plans in local congre- 
gations are being added to schedules 
already crowded. Here in Princeton our 
responsibility has been that of interpre- 
tation. This involves attendance at din- 
ners and other public meetings and 
speaking about the needs of the whole 
Church that will be met by the Fund. 


Reports on the progress of the Fifty 
Million Fund are all optimistic. Dr. Hud- 
nut and his colleagues have planned well 
and are eliciting excellent cooperation 
across the Church. They are increasingly 
confident that the Fund will be fully sub- 
scribed and may even exceed its goal. 


The reason for this initial success and 
growing confidence lies in the ministers 
and lay members of the Church, their 
dedication and their vision of what lies 
behind the dollar figures. This involves 
the need for stronger programs of mis- 
sion at home and abroad, a quickened 
ministry in the central cities and among 
migrant workers, fresh and creative ap- 
proaches to our nation’s youth. This 
involves also the need for new class- 
rooms, adequate housing, and enlarged 
facilities in theological seminaries. All 
of these goals are significant when they 
are seen as a part of the continuing 
mission of the Church of Jesus Christ. 


We have already learned that con- 
gregations and individuals are often 
more interested in contributing to par- 
ticular projects within the Fifty Million 
Fund than they are in making undesig- 
nated gifts. The needs of the United 
Presbyterian Church are as wide as its 
mission, and the list of individual proj- 
ects that make up the total goal of 
$50,000,000 is varied enough to offer 
an exciting challenge to any individual 
or congregation. 


Princeton Seminary has several ap- 
proved projects within the program of 
the Fund. Apartments for married stu- 
dents and junior faculty, property for a 
new classroom building, and a new heat- 
ing and maintenance plant, all on the 
approved list, are critical needs. Gifts 
have already been designated for a por- 
tion of the cost of each of these, and 
additional gifts must be so designated if 
we are to be assured of funds to finance 
these essential facilities. 


We shall be happy to hear from you 
about how we may help in achieving 
the goals of the Fifty Million Fund. Both 
Dr. Robert M. Skinner and | want to 
cooperate by sending information and 
materials to help you interpret the Semi- 
nary’s mission and goals and by speak- 
ing to individuals and groups who may 
be interested in assisting in reaching 
them. We depend on your partnership 
in this major undertaking and in all that 
we do in the theological enterprise.

Mrs. E. Harris Harbison, Associate

In addition to a 
7:45 p.m., lecture each evening, Mon- 
day through Friday, February 7-11, 
Weber will also speak at 1:20 p.m., on 
Tuesday, February 8. 


The L. P. Stone Lecturer for the 1965- 
66 academic year is Erik Routley, for- 
merly Mackennal Lecturer in Church 
History and organist at Mansfield Col- 
lege, Oxford, and minister of the Augus- 
tine-Bristo Congregational Church of Ed- 
inburgh, Scotland. 

Routley will deliver five lectures on 
the L. P. Stone Foundation April 11-14, 
on the topic ‘‘Church Music and Hymn- 
ody.’’ His addresses are scheduled for 
7:45 p.m., Monday through Thursday, 
and at 2:00 p.m., Tuesday, April 12. 

A Conference on Church Music will be 
held concurrently with Routley’s Stone 
Lectures at the Center of Continuing 
Education. Professor David Hugh Jones,

Added to the traditional Warfield and 
Stone lectures this year is a series on 
Biblical Theology to be delivered March 
14-16, by Ernst Kaesemann, Professor 
of New Testament at the University of 
Tuebingen. Kaesemann, a visiting pro- 
fessor at San Francisco Theological Sem- 
inary while on leave from Tuebingen, 
will lecture three times on ‘‘The Inter- 
pretation of Paul.’’ His best known book 
is the study of Pauline thought, Leib und 
Leib Christi. 

Warfield Lecturer Otto Weber has 
taught at Goettingen since 1934, when 
he was called to his professorship after 
six years as director of the Reformed 
Theological College at Wuppertal, Ger- 
many. His best-known works in English 
are Karl Barth’s Church Dogmatics and 
Ground Plan of the Bible. Weber calls 
his volume on Barth ‘‘an introductory 
report’’ on Volumes I:1 to IIl:4 of Church 
Dogmatics. 

Erik Routley, who served two Congre- 
gational pastorates before moving to Ox- 
ford for his 1948-1959 service in Mans- 
field College, was the first non-Anglican 
and first non-professional musician to 
receive the honor of being named a Fel- 
low of the Royal School of Church Music. 
The author of some twenty-five volumes 
and collections in the fields of church 
music and church history, he is cur- 
rently the editor of the Bulletin of the 
Hymn Society of Great Britain and Ire- 
land and the Chronicle of the London 
Missionary Society. A contributor to the 
British Weekly for more than ten years, 
he writes an occasional column for that 
publication and serves as its music cor- 
respondent and reviewer.

Colorado who served as a chaplain in 
Philadelphia hospitals, later entered the 
ministry of the Unitarian-Universalist 
Association. 


Engaged in a Boston program of the 
neighborhood center-settlement house 
type at the time of his death, Reeb went 
to Selma in response to the appeal for 
aid from Northern clergymen issued by 
Negro civil rights leaders after the first 
attack upon demonstrators in Selma. 
After the second march, which was 
turned back without violence soon after 
crossing the bridge leaving the central 
part of Selma, Reeb and two companions 
left the Negro section of the community 
in search of food. 


They were attacked on the street by 
three white men, and Reeb was struck 
with a wooden club. He died in Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, the same night after 
being taken to the hospital there by 
ambulance. 

The Reeb Lectures have been estab- 
lished by classmates and friends of the 
slain alumnus, along with other inter- 
ested persons, to honor the sacrificial 
devotion to equal human rights exem- 
plified by the ministry and death of 
James J. Reeb. 


The Vocations Conference itself will 
devote the major portion of its sched- 
uled hours to discussion groups and 
individual conferences between delegates 
and Seminary students, faculty and staff.

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THE PRESIDENT’S PAGE 


Dear Fellow-Ministers: 


Theology is now a shambles. That is 
the long and short of it. We have entered 
a period that has witnessed a massive 
defection from neo-orthodoxy, the point 
of view which was dominant during the 
past three decades. Neo-orthodoxy has 
been judged for its failure to inspire great 
preaching, for the lacuna that has been 
left in the field of ethics, for its inability 
to motivate the Church in her mission, 
and for its failure to give the believer 
any real understanding of the nature of 
the struggle that is going on in history. 
Thus a new generation experiences an 
absence of meaning in today’s world and 
is unable to participate significantly in 
the struggle that has engaged mankind. 
A theology which has tended to limit 
God’s action either to the past or to the 
future and has taught that we live in an 
interim has had little light to shed on the 
problem of a Christian style of life dur- 
ing this interim. 

The Biblical positivism that has been a 
part of neo-orthodoxy has also been 
eroded, and it was inevitable that the 
older theology, shorn of its base, would 
crumble. The most dramatic development 
in the new period is the so-called ‘‘death 
of God” theology. I mention this because 
it is probably the most publicized theo- 
logical movement in America today. It 
was the subject of Time’s Easter cover 
story. It appeals to journalism and is 
widely noted in the newspapers. It is 
being read and discussed by the man on 
the street. Indeed, theology has moved 
from the Summa to the pamphlet, from 
the hard-cover tome to the paperback. 
What I should like to suggest is that, 





while some of the “death of God” theology is frivolous, it cannot be adequately an- 
swered with a frivolous response. Nor can it be dismissed as evidence of one more 
aberration of a beatnik generation. The ‘death of God” theology, when it is serious, 
is pointing to a haunting characteristic of our age, namely, the sense of the absence 
of God. 


But this is not a new movement. It is as old as Psalm 22 and as the cry of dere- 
liction from the Cross. It can be found in the sixteenth century in the thought of St. 
John of the Cross. Throughout the Middle Ages theologians wrestled with the hidden 
God. He was either the God who was ineffable and could not be expressed, who had 
to be described with negative attributes, or else, as in St. John of the Cross’ Dark 
Night of the Soul, the God who gives himself to the believer at the beginning of his 
Christian experience only to withdraw and become absent in order that the believer 
might be led into a spiritual pilgrimage from sight to faith, into a deeper apprehension 
of the majesty and mystery of God’s character. 


Paul Tillich has said for a generation that he did not believe in God, if by God 
one means the God of supra-naturalism. He affirmed his belief in the ‘God beyond 
God,” the One who is not merely at the periphery of life but who constitutes the 
“Ground of Being.” Even Barth and the Barthians have talked as much about the 
concealed God as the revealed God. They have stressed Deus absconditus as well as — 
Deus revelatus, and have insisted that God has concealed himself in order to reveal 
himself. And this, of course, is what the life of Jesus reflects from beginning to end: 
Deity is concealed in the life of a humble first-century Jew who took the form of a 
servant in order to reveal the glory and majesty of God. 


The “death of God” movement in our time is a sobering testimony to an erosion - 
of faith and to the agonizing void that is left in the lives of men during the last third 
of the twentieth century. “God is dead’’ is not to be taken as a literal statement, but 
the absence of God must be taken as a literal transcription of modern man’s conscious- 
ness. It is not enough simply to affirm that He is present, but we must make His 
presence real through our lives and ministries. Only in this way do we bear witness 
to Him who is active in the life of the Church and also the world today. . 


This does not mean that significant theological work is not being done today. — 
It is — and in many areas. Nor does it mean that theology is no longer essential. - 
Never in this century has there been a greater need for profound reflection on the 
meaning of the Gospel for a world in revolution. Nor does it imply that theology is 
not necessary for the work of the ministry. All of us share the responsibility for 
setting forth the God who is not absent from His creation, who is concerned for the 
struggle that is going on in this age, and who sent His Son to reveal the depth of that - 
concern. Perhaps in the providence of God the “death of God” theology will force us 
into deeper inquiry and effect a renewal in theology, a renewal that will produce the 
preaching, mission, and style of life that the world can still hear and see when it is _ 
embodied in the lives of men. What Helmut Thielicke has been saying about the 
credibility of the witness is apropros here.

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President John C. Bennett of Union Theological Seminary in New York will be 
the speaker for the 154th annual Princeton Seminary Commencement at 10:30 a.m., 
Tuesday, June 7, in the Chapel of Princeton University. 


His address will conclude a Commencement schedule that opens at 4:00 p.m., 
Sunday, June 5, when former Professor James W. Clarke, who resigned in 1959 
from the Seminary’s chair of homiletics, will be the preacher for the Baccalaureate 
service in First Presbyterian Church. 


The intervening Monday, June 6, will be packed with the annual Alumni Day 
activities, headed by the Fiftieth Reunion of the Class of 1916, and reunions for 
all graduating classes of years ending in “6” or “1”. 


The 1966 Alumni Day events will include the dedication of a memorial plaque 
honoring James J. Reeb, ’53, who was fatally beaten in Selma, Ala., during civil 
rights demonstrations last year. President Emeritus John A. Mackay, ‘15, will be 
the speaker for the dedication. 


Other activities on Alumni Day will include club and class breakfasts, two 
discussion periods on Arend T. van Leeuwen’s book, “Christianity in World 
History” led by members of the Seminary faculty, the traditional Presidential 
Reception at Springdale, and the annual alumni meeting and banquet. Additional 
breakfasts for clubs and classes have been scheduled for Tuesday morning. The 
times and places for the scheduled breakfasts will be sent directly to alumni 
through class and club organizations. 


Commencement Speaker John Bennett, who assumed the Union Presidency 
in 1963, last spoke on the Princeton Seminary campus in 1963 when he delivered 
a paper at the Sesquicentennial Conference on ‘Ethics and Politics in World 
Affairs.” Acting president of Union for a year prior to his permanent appoint- 
ment, Bennett was for twenty-three years a teacher at that seminary. He earlier 
taught at the Pacific School of Religion from 1938 to 1943, and from 1930 to 1943 
was on the faculty of Auburn Theological Seminary prior to its association with 
Union. He had taught for three years at Union, beginning in 1927, before going 
to Auburn. Dr. Bennett received his undergraduate education at Williams College, 
and holds the degrees of A.B. in Theology and M.A. from Oxford University. 


An ordained minister of the United Church of Christ, President Bennett is 
co-chairman of the editorial board of Christianity and Crisis, which he helped 
found, and the author of eight books, including Social Salvation, Nuclear Weapons 
and the Conflict of Conscience, and Christianity and Communism Today. 


He has delivered numerous lectureships at other schools and seminaries in 
this country and Canada, and has been active in ecumenical affairs. 


James W. Clarke, who left Princeton Seminary in 1959 to become minister of 
the Second Presbyterian Church in Richmond, Va., is currently living in Memphis, 
Tenn., after becoming Minister Emeritus of the Richmond congregation in 1965. 


Dr. Clarke, who was educated at the Universities of Glasgow, Scotland, and 
Montreal, Canada, completed his theological studies at McGill University. His first 
pastorate was in Montreal, and after five years he was called in 1932 to Knox 
Church in Winnepeg. He was recognized for his services during the Depression 
in that city, a civic honor that matched the Military Cross he earned for service 
in World War I. 


In 1941 Dr. Clarke went to McCormick Seminary as Professor of Homiletics, and 
in 1944 he was called to the Second Presbyterian Church of St. Louis, where he 
served until coming to Princeton in 1955. 


The author of Dynamic Preaching and a contributor to the Interpreter’s Bible, 
he was named National Preacher of the Year by the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A., in 1955.

() CHRISTIANITY IN WORLD HISTORY 
by Arend Th. van Leeuwen, translated by H. H. Hoskins Edinburgh House Press, 1964, 487 pp.

This book’s appearance is described by Dr. Hendrik Kraemer 
as an “event” in the Christian process of our time. The book 
combines a set of qualities seldom to be seen together in 
one author: scholar, linguist, anthropologist, historian, 
theologian and missionary. Dr. van Leeuwen graduated from 
Leiden University in Holland and in preparation for a 
missionary career in Indonesia he majored in oriental languages 
and Islam. He taught in the theological seminary at Malang 
in East Java. Appointed to teach the history of religions at the 
theological college at Djakarta, a serious car accident 
enforced a mode of activity which resulted in 
this exceptional book. 

We have here much more than a very penetrating 
anthropological history of the great religions from one who has 
known them at first hand. We have also perhaps the most 
far-reaching conclusions and prophetic analyses of the direction 
the major religions will pursue and more especially 
Christianity. Here we discover the description of the “secular” 
future of the church as a working out of the democratic as 
opposed to the ontocratic pattern of political and religious 
history. This distinction which is basic to the argument of 
the book suggests that from the beginning, the Biblical origin 
and development differed fundamentally from the oriental 
attitudes surrounding it. The Biblical attitude centered in the 
sovereignty of God who looked with favor on his people 
and called them to mission in the world. By contrast the 
oriental notion was ontocratic, placing diviné power in the 
hands of dynastic traditions and seeking security, peace and 
prosperity through the stability guaranteed by the divine 
authority and power of such dynastics. Therefore, the oriental 
cultures were “static” in large measure whereas the Jewish 
and Christian cultures have been “dynamic.” 

The movement through which Christendom is moving in our 
day is the abolition of “Christendom” with the last vestiges 
of ‘“‘ontocracy” — authoritarian religious rule and the movement 
of the Christian faith into the world-wide secular world 
in fulfillment of the will of God who loves the world. 

The crisis we face, suggests the author, arises precisely from 
something which never has taken place, certainly to the same

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degree before, in history. Our effort to evangelize the world by 
direct assault has slowed almost to a halt and under careful 
scrutiny has enjoyed limited and qualified success compared 
with the visionary and ecstatic anticipations former 
generations of missionary Christians have entertained. Now, 
however, the whole world is engaged in a mad scramble to get 
their hands on and their minds into western-Christian 
technology. All are now avid for our culture. They want our 
education, our medicine, our science and our technics. Never did 
one culture almost beg to be embraced by another culture. 

The bitterest battles of time have raged to resist such 

cultural interpenetration. Now western technology is being 
drawn into a maelstrom which scatters it world-wide. 

The point of the author is: we must welcome this 
opportunity to share our technology as a vehicle of our faith 
in Jesus Christ. Just as Paul and Timothy sought the 
commercial travel lanes of the Roman world, so the 
Twentieth Century God-given opportunity is to scatter the 
good seed of the word of God in the secular setting as secular 
business people, scientists and technologists. For, the 
Christian faith cannot be separated from western technological 
culture. Where one goes, it is our Christian task to 
see the other goes. 

Quite appropriately therefore Dr. van Leeuwen is currently 
engaged, among other things, as Director of the “Kerk en 
Wereld” Institute in the Netherlands Reformed Church at 
Driebergen in Holland, which is concerned with mobilizing the 
church and the laity for ecumenical service in the 
modern secular world.

Dr. van Leeuwen, Director of the ‘‘Kerk en Wereld” Institute 
_ of the Netherlands Reformed Church at Driebergen in 

' Holland, has written a demanding book. There is something 
valuable to be found here for Bible student, cultural 
anthropologist, missionary, pastor — indeed, for any concerned 
participant in those explosive changes taking place 
throughout today’s world. 

The author issues a call for an ecumenical theology of 
history, “a united, ecumenical effort to think theologically” 
about the challenges posed by the interaction between East and 
West, and between “Christianization” and secularization. 

An opening chapter outlines the meaning of the end of 
Western domination, together with the rising ferment and 
_ independence of African and Asian peoples. Dr. van Leeuwen 
then probes both Testaments and shows their creative 
relationship to Western history. The essential features of the 
principal civilizations of Asia, differing in so many aspects from 
the history of Western civilization, are outlined, with special 
attention focused on two key words, “ontocracy” and 
“theocracy.”’ Two chapters cover the spread of Western 
civilization, the reaction of the Oriental churches, with special 
emphasis on Islam, and the new context provided by the 
scientific and technological revolutions. 

That the context involves the non-Western world is argued 
by the writer as he proceeds to demonstrate that science and 
technology are but part of ‘“‘a larger revolutionary process 
which seems likely to uproot and destroy the cornerstone of 
all human society as we have known it ... That cornerstone 
is religion.” (p. 402) The last chapter of the book suggests 
some ways for the Church to fulfill its missionary obligation 
in this new “planetary” world. 

This reviewer is grateful for such a book, and especially so 
for three reasons: The author’s interpretation of Scripture 
as the basis for the confrontation between East and West; his 
sharp — though brief — delineations of some of the 
Eastern faiths; and his thought-provoking suggestions on new 
approaches by the Church to the world. Such suggestions 
are not complete — but then, in a world of accelerated 
change, they cannot be.

The van Leeuwen thesis is that, far from being alien to God, 
secularization is God’s work. Secularization is God’s instrument 
for breaking up ontocratic patterns which keep the life of 
man static. Ontocratic patterns deny man participation in the 
shaping of his history. Ontocracy may take the form of religion, 
ideology, even secularism, that is, ontocracy may be anything 
which tries to escape or hinder the movement of history by 
self-contained, unchanging, ultimate concepts of history. 

God is the declared destroyer of all ontocratic forms. In our 
time secularization, carried out primarily through technology, 
is God’s destroyer of ontocratic forms. The consequence 
of the destruction of ontocracy is the deliverance of man and the 
whole world to live in history, to take responsibility for 
shaping history, and the freedom to use all creation functionally. 

This process of destroying ontocracy and setting man free 
in history was begun in Jesus Christ. In secularization, God’s 
work begun in Jesus Christ, has reached world-wide 
proportions. Secularization through technological expansion 
is a consequence of the Gospel first declared to man 
in Jesus Christ. 

At first reading van Leeuwen appears as the latest chapter 
in the Kraemer-Hocking debate on the relationship of 
Christianity to non-Christian religions. It is certainly that, but 
it is far more. Not only is there no further point to the 
dialogue between religions, the Christian religion included, 
this is the end of the ‘theology of missions.” The day has 
dawned when all theology must become ‘missionary theology. ’ 
The task before us is not what shall we say to non-Christian 
religions but what shall we say to the secular technocratic 
world of our time? 

Van Leeuwen is not just calling ‘missionaries’ to account; 
he is challenging the validity of a seminary that has as its chief 
goal the “training of ministers for the parish.” He is 
challenging the integrity of the parish congregation which 
exists primarily to nurture, support, and protect 
its own members. 

When it is understood, this book is going to blow up a storm 
of controversy. It must not only be read but re-read, 
debated, and read again.

A 1966 Conference on Church Vocations that offered the 
largest selection of discussion topics and the greatest variety 
of leadership in the history of the six-year old series brought 
some 250 college and university students to the campus 
March 4-6. 

A special arts festival, added to the program this year, 
included the presentation of the musical “For Heaven’s Sake!” 
by a campus cast directed by Mrs. Virginia Damon of the 
Speech Department. Other artistic presentations were a 
worship service using a jazz liturgy composed and directed 
by Paul Knopf of New York, and the drama “Christ in the 
Concrete City” staged by the Brown Memorial Players from 
Brown Memorial Church, Baltimore, under the direction of 
Mrs. Richard Turk III. 

The biggest problem in organizing and conducting the Vo- 
cations Conference is the difficulty of accommodating partici- 
pants. In 1965 it became necessary to begin eliminating stu- 
dents who had not completed the first two years of college. 
Restricting attendance to the older students, however, still 
brought more applications than could be accepted. Approxi- 
mately forty women students, and 180 men, can be accommo- 
dated on campus with cots crammed into every corner. With 
students coming from as far away as California, Texas, and 
Florida, space was exhausted early, and applications received 
as many as seven days after the original mailing had to be 
returned to the students with regrets.

HOMRIGHAUSEN 
RETURNS FROM 
OVERSEAS 
ALUMNI VISITS 


Professor Elmer G. Homrighausen, ’24, 
has returned to Princeton after extended 
travels in East and Southeast Asia, the 
Middle East, Egypt, Latin America and 
East and South Africa. “Dean Homey,” 
who has served on the Seminary faculty 
since 1938, last year reached the manda- 
tory retirement age for administrative 
appointments and returned to his teach- 
ing duties on a full time basis. 


The current year is his first sabbatical 
leave since he assumed the deanship in 
1955. Because of his long experience in 
ecumenical affairs and his contacts with 
students on the Princeton Seminary cam- 
pus, Homrighausen was asked by the 
Seminary’s Board of Trustees to spend a 
portion of the year visiting overseas 
alumni in a preliminary investigation of 
possible programs of continuing educa- 
tion for Princetonians serving abroad.

Within the last three months President 
JAMES I. McCORD spoke at Princeton 
Seminary Alumni meetings in Fort Laud- 
erdale, Washington, D. C., New York City, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Toledo, Spokane, 
San Francisco, San Diego, Pasadena, 
Dallas, and Pittsburgh. 

He also preached or lectured at Mc- 
Cormick Theological Seminary, Chicago 
Sunday Evening Club, Union Theological 
Seminary in New York, Bloomfield Col- 
lege, Washington and Jefferson College 
and Whitworth College. President Mc- 
Cord was the fraternal delegate of the 
United Presbyterian Church to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, U.S., in Montreat, N. C., in April, 
attended the meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Consultation on Church 
Union in Dallas in early May, and ad- 
dressed a retreat of the Synod Council 
of Texas United Presbyterian Men at 
Mo-Ranch. 

On February 24-27 the fourth and final 
round of Lutheran-Reformed Conversa- 
tions was held on the Seminary campus 
with President McCord as host. 

The U. S. Naval Post-Graduate School, 
Monterey, Calif., heard an address by the 
President in late April, and the schedule 
for the remainder of the year includes 
Commencement addresses at Arkansas 
College on May 29 and Lancaster Theo- 
logical Seminary on May 31. 

GEORGE A. BARROIS delivered a 
paper on a manuscript of the Pseudo- 
Joachim materials at the Biennial Confer- 
ence of Medieval Studies held this Spring 
on the campus of Western Michigan Uni- 
versity, Kalamazoo. Professor Barrois 
discovered the manuscript while rum- 
maging in the archives of the Badia di 
San Pietro in Perugia, Italy during his 
Sabbatical last year. 

Named Associate Professor of Mediter- 
ranean Archaeology at Brandeis Univer- 
sity is PHILIP C. HAMMOND, since 1960 
a member of the Seminary’s Biblical fac- 
ulty. Hammond, who heads back to 
Jordan in June to lead a forty-member 
staff in the second season of his excava- 
tions at Hebron, saw his book, “The Ex- 
cavation of the Main Theater, Petra” 
published in March, and also completed 
the volume ‘‘The Nabataeans” for the An- 
cient Peopels and Places series.

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THE PRESIDENT’S PAGE 


Dear Fellow-Ministers: 


Let me add a postscript to my letter 
in the Spring number of the Alumni 
News which dealt with today’s theologi- 
cal currents. 


Although the “death of God” theology 
is the most widely-publicized movement 
today, it is far from being the most sig- 
nificant and it holds little promise. Seri- 
ous theological work is going on in many 
areas, and I should like to enumerate 
three that do offer promise of fruitful 
results. 


The first is interconfessional. This par- 
ticular area is dramatic to the layman, 
less dramatic to the clergyman. It has 
become possible because of the develop- 
ments in the ecumenical movement in 
this decade of the twentieth century. The 
coming of nearly all of Eastern Ortho- 
doxy into the mainstream of ecumenical 
Christianity since 1961 has bridged a 
chasm that began to develop as early as 
the second century and was formalized 
in the middle of the eleventh century. 
Roman Catholicism has entered into the 
ecumenical dialogue massively since the 
pontificate of John XXIII. Orthodox, 
Roman Catholics, and Protestants are 
doing interconfessional theology in a new 
way. The Bible is being read together 
and heard together by traditions that 
hitherto have been separate. These sev- 
eral traditions are also being looked at 
together, not through separate blind 
bridles but in a common way that should 
enable us to discern more clearly the 
whole life and thought of the Church as 
they have been formed by the Holy 
Spirit. 





The second area in which significant 
theological work goes on is interfaith. 
This is a new departure for our genera- 
tion. There has been practically no con- 
cern for interfaith research or dialogue 
during the past thirty years. Nearly 
every seminary in this country let the 
Chair of Comparative Religions or His- 
tory of Religions lapse during the period 
between the 1930s and 1960s. Now, how- 
ever, this area has become a new fron- 
tier. An example of the growing concern 
in this area is the Second Edward F. 
Gallahue Conference on World Religions 
which was held here on May 4-11. It 
dealt with the theme, “Religious Plural- 
ism and World Community,” and brought 
to the campus some of the most eminent 
leaders in Buddhist, Hindu, Muslim, Jew- 
ish, and Christian thought. The relevance 
of the theme may be seen each morning 
in headlines that tell of Catholics and 
Buddhists demonstrating in Vietnam, or 
of tensions between Muslims in Pakistan 
and Hindus in India. We in the West are 
challenged to rise above any provincial- 
ism and to look afresh at the challenge 
to theology which a shrinking world and 
a new and universal history present. 


The third area in which significant 
work is being done is intercultural. Again, 
during the period out of which we have 
recently passed there has been very little 
interest in philosophy or science on the 
part of theologians. Graduates in Biblical 
and theological studies often have had 
very little knowledge of or concern for 
what has been going on in what C. P. 
Snow calls “the other culture.” All of 
this now is being challenged, and a 


countermovement has begun. This may 
be seen in plans that are being made for 
advanced students next year. In coopera- 
tion with the University’s Department of 
the History of Science a year-long course 
is being projected that will introduce 
theological students in depth to this di- 
mension of culture. Similar planning in 
the area of philosophy is going on. 


I have tried only to sketch directions. 
Although theology may appear to be 
sheer chaos, valuable and creative work 
is being done in the presence of an agon- 
izing concern for the absence of God and 
for the loss of meaning. But the theolo- 
gian, challenged by this whole movement, 
has begun to reach across confessional 
lines, to engage other faiths, to build 
bridges to new cultures, and to be in 
vigorous conversation with modern man 
on the frontiers of his endeavors and 
concerns. 


Only thus can theology perform its 
‘‘servant-role’’ and help change the 
Church Hesitant into the Church Militant, 
a community of faith that presses not the 
imperious claim of a culture on the 
world but the imperial claim of the Per- 
son who reigns as Lord of life and of 
death.

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James Joseph Reeb was born in Wich- 
ita, Kansas, on January 1, 1927. After 
completing high school and serving for a 
year in the United States Army (1945-

The next day he responded to the call to 
join them in their march for human dig- 
nity and the rights of citizenship. 


By his tragic death in Selma on March 
11, 1965, this quiet, conscientious man 
became a symbol, seen around the world, 
of the struggle for racial justice in the 
United States. His sacrifice strengthened 
the resolution of the nation that the evil 
which he fought must be ended. May the 
death of James Reeb and this plaque 
which commemorates it, always remind 
Princeton Seminary that the fight against 
evil in ourselves and in our society in- 
volves the dedication of everything we 
are and everything we have. “Greater 
love has no man than this, that a man 
lay down his life for his friends.”

The schedule calls for the service of installation to be attended by a large group 
of invited representatives from other communions, as well as people coming by char- 
tered bus from United Presbyterian offices in Philadelphia and New York.

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BENNETT WARNS 1966 GRADUATES AGAINST EMPHASIS ON THE SECULAR 


The independence of the Church as it 
confronts the world must be preserved 
in an age when one-sided emphasis upon 
secularization and involvement have come 
to characterize theology, Union Seminary 
President John Bennett told members of 
the Class of 1966 at Commencement exer- 
cises June 7. 

“We must make a special point of 
maintaining a certain distance as well 
as involvement,” said Bennett, ‘with the 
city, culture, the world, the state. These 
do not need the Church as an echo... . 
They need the Church that brings inde- 
pendent judgment and inspiration to the 
secular community.” 

Bennett delivered his Commencement 
address, the final event of the three-day 
graduation schedule, to an audience of 
168 degree candidates as well as the 
Seminary faculty and guests in the Chapel 
of Princeton University. 

Seventy-two students were awarded 
the Bachelor of Divinity degree by Pres- 
ident James I. McCord in the Commence- 
ment exercises, and nineteen students re- 
ceived the degree of Master of Religious 
Education. Th.M. degrees went to sixty- 
eight graduates, and the degree of Doctor 
of Theology was granted to nine 
candidates. 

Bennett, who assumed the Union pres- 
idency in 1963 after a distinguished teach- 


| ing career, concentrated on the gradu- 


ates who would be entering the service 
of local churches. 


“There is much to be said for the cele- 
bration of the secular: .. . this emphasis 
upon (allowing) the creative human en- 
terprises to be themselves, free from ec- 
clesiastical or traditional religious con- 
trols .. . I see, however, a tendency to 
celebrate the secular in such a way as 
to allow too much of what goes on under 
this name to remain without Christian 
criticism.” 


Bennett, who criticized Professor Har- 
vey Cox for his identification of the 
human response to the “Secular City” 
with the human response to the human- 
ity of Jesus Christ, warned that “if we 
become oriented to the secular as por- 
trayed by many theologians we are not 
likely to be prepared to deal with the 
principalities and powers of the actual 
world that the Church confronts.” 


“The Church is on its own, in a secu- 
larized society,” said President Bennett. 
“It must trust to the power of the Gospel 
to draw, and to the Spirit to move, the 
hearts of men.” 


“May each church which you serve . 
bless that world with a Gospel which 
cannot be learned from it. May each 
church to which you go become more 
truly a church because it participates in 
the universal Church of Christ that stands 
over against the nations while it seeks 
to serve them.” 


James W. Clarke, from 1955 to 1959 


Professor of Homiletics at Princeton 
Seminary, told 1966 graduates in his June 
5 Baccalaureate sermon that the three 
great rewards and incentives of his min- 
istry were the discovery of a satisfying 
life, a totally-challenging task, and a posi- 
tive attitude that leads to the fulfillment 
of expectations. 


Clarke said that he had made certain 
assumptions in his pastoral service that 
he had been able to depend upon. They 
included the assumptions that office- 
holders in the church were serious in 
their vows, that people coming into mem- 
bership were sincere in their pledges 
and intentions, and that the pulpit was 
free to be thoughtful, wise, faithful and 
truthful. 


These expectations were realized, 
Clarke said, “in what is in every congre- 
gation an ecclesia, the core group of ded- 
icated, devoted people who rise to every 
honorable challenge that is addressed to 
them. It was partially realized in that 
band of membership which surround the 
ecclesia... that band of decent, respect- 
able, orthodox Christians.” 


“You are going out into a strange 
world, and you are going into a strange 
community — I don’t care what com- 
munity you are going to — a world and 
a community that are both heart-warming 
and heart-chilling,” said Clarke. ‘History 
of a kind that we have never known 
before is advancing down upon us.”

“This institution has a crucially im- 
' portant role to play in the life of the 
_ Church in the last third of this century,” 
President McCord told the former stu- 
dents. “We are a seminary within the 
life of the Church, solidly with the 
Church. We are also related to the in-

tellectual community” by virtue of our 
ties with Princeton University and the 
complex of research and study centers 
surrounding the campus. “Of all the 
Church-related institutions, this one is 
pre-eminent. This underscores the re- 
sponsibility for setting the pattern of 
Church-related theological education here 
and abroad.” 


President McCord outlined several 
threats facing Princeton Seminary in com- 
ing years, including the economic prob- 
lems of being an institution that must 
compete for resources without being able 
to share in government support and the 
threat of various institutes that treat 
single problems without accomplishing 
the basic task of establishing a full the- 
ological foundation. 


“The threat I fear most,” he _ said, 
“comes today from within the Church. It 
is said that we suffer from a failure of 
nerve in mission. The reason is a loss of 
certainty concerning the meaning of the 


Gospel. I am convinced that we must 
repossess the full meaning of the word 
‘professional’ — a man devoted, compe- 
tent, and believing in the future of the 
Church. This school still has its greatest 
tasks before it.” 

In a memorial service attended by the 
family and friends of James Reeb, Presi- 
dent Emeritus John A. Mackay called 
the slain alumnus ‘a representative Amer- 
ican of the sixties” because of his dedi- 
cation to the cause of man, his. purpose- 
filled life, his concern for people, and 
his commitment to reconciliation. 

In addition to President McCord and 
Professor Lefferts A. Loetscher, those 
taking part in the service of dedication 
included Alumni President Frank Watson, 
’57, minister of the Presbyterian Church 
of White Plains, N. Y.; Class of 1953 
President Richard J. Oman, minister of 
the First Presbyterian Church of York, 
Pa.; and Trustee Secretary Frederick E.

CALL TO COMMITMENT 


Commitment and Continuity 
by James G. Emerson, °49 





Call to Commitment is not the first 
book to suggest new structures for par- 
ish life, but it will take its place with 
the best. Especially to those of us who 
have heard about the Church of the 
Saviour and the Potter’s House, but have 
not seen it, this book brings a clear and 
first hand picture. 

To me, the most important contribution 
of the book is the way it describes the 


ministry of a congregation as opposed to 
the ministry of a preacher. It is now a 
truism that the priesthood of all believers 
has never been fulfilled in our reforma- 
tion churches. This parish has shown 
ways in which the priesthood of all be- 
lievers can be made real. 

From the perspective of pastoral the- 
ology, the emphasis on mission is essen- 
tial not only because we are commanded 
but because mission is the means by 
which faith also becomes real to us. Mis- 
sion work can become a means for build- 
ing our ego, but that must not blind us 
to the dynamic effect of mission in the 
life of the missionary. Call to Commit- 
ment provides an excellent study of that 
dynamic.

I do not believe it is parochialism that 
leads me to raise a question about this 
particular parish. ‘‘How does it meet the 
legitimate concern of our Roman Cath- 
olic and Orthodox friends about the con- 
tinuity of the Church?” Dr. Trueblood 
praises this parish for its resistance to 
denominationalism (see his introduction). 
Yet even that resistance can be neurotic 
or demonic. For me, the Church ceases 
to be the Church of Christ when it ceases 
to have dialogue with its historic past 
just as much as when it loses dialogue 
with the historic present. Freedom from 
bondage to structure or the historically 
visible church is not the same as ignoring 
relationship to that past. We have not 
yet resolved this issue. 





A Psychological Sameness?

Elizabeth O’Connor’s recital of the ex- 
perience which is the story of the Church 
of the Saviour is an opening to view of 
the intimacy of a vision seen by a few 
at first, then shared and spread. 

The reader cannot help being touched 
_by the obvious openness and sincerity 
of the author. The Christian cannot help 
being challenged by the depth of com- 
mitment of this community which has 
- succeeded where so many of us have 
failed — in managing to find ways to 


enunciate the Gospel through the deed 
which demonstrates it. 

Yet this book ought to stimulate con- 
siderable discussion. We may challenge 
the basic premise that “surely entrance 
into the Christian Church presupposes 
total commitment to Christ as the Lord 
of the Church” (p. 25), and the line which 
is, thus, drawn between ‘members’ and 
“non-members” in a way for which it is 
difficult to find New Testament support. 

Secondly, the quantitative measure of 
discipline is open to challenge. Why 
should prayer life be measured in min- 
utes? (p. 36) Or measured at all? The 
pledge of discipline itself (p. 34) is more 
refreshingly open. 

Thirdly, the reader is sometimes 
haunted by the feeling that a “psycho- 


logical sameness” is being required of 
all, or is troubled by the fact that Chris- 
tian Jove is seemingly defined as “rela- 
tionship in depth” (p. 124). Is it such 
completely? Partially? Or are theological 
and psychological verities being confused 
altogether? Can intensity of feeling and 
relationship be so continuous? Would 
psychological health bear it? 

Finally, with deep respect for a fellow- 
ship which sees the Church as experi- 
menting, but never a mere experiment, 
and for whom “tasks become gifts,” one 
still has to ask, “Where is the sense of 
vocation within the structure of the 
world? Can these Christians, for all their 
devotion, minister only through those 
groups which they create, own, and 
control?”

DIRECTED READING PROGRAMS ESTABLISHED BY CENTER OF CONTINUING EDUCATION 


Ten programs of directed study for 
ministers in the parish and other forms 
of ministry have been established by the 
Seminary’s Center of Continuing 
Education. 

The programs, each with an individual 


_teading guide, are designed to help min- 


isters continue systematic study while 
engaged in normal pastoral duties. The 
reading guides have been prepared by 
members of the Seminary faculty and 
other scholars, and the books recom- 
mended in each field are available through 
the Center of Continuing Education. 
“There are no papers or reports re- 
quired,” said Director of Continuing Edu- 
cation Jack Cooper. ‘These study pro- 


‘grams are not intended to earn credit 


toward an academic degree. Our goal 
is establishment of a plan that will help 
the pastor keep up to date in the vari- 
ous fields of study that relate to his 


_ responsibilities.”

As soon as the book is re- 
turned to the Center, the next volume in 
the sequence will be mailed to the student.

Alumni may apply to take part 
in the program by writing a note on the 
letterhead of the church or other insti- 
tution or agency they serve.

_ erick B. Speakman, minister of the West- 
_minster Presbyterian Church of Dayton, 
Ohio; Bernard Kilgore, Chairman of 
the Board of Dow Jones and Company; 
and William H. Felmeth, minister of the 
| Basking Ridge Presbyterian Church, Bask- 
_ing Ridge, N. J. 


Felmeth, who was named to a three- 
year term as Alumni Trustee, is a mem- 
ber of the Princeton Seminary Class of 
1942. A cum laude graduate of Harvard, 
he served three years as a field artillery 

officer in World War II, and leaving the 
service went to Cranbury, N. J., as minis- 
ter of the First Presbyterian Church. 
Felmeth went to the Basking Ridge Pres- 
byterian Church in 1951, and continues to 
serve that congregation. He has been 
moderator of both Monmouth and Eliza- 
beth Presbyteries, chaired the Commit- 
tee on National Missions and the Com- 
mittee on Administration of the Synod of 
New Jersey, and was a member of the 
General Assembly Nominating Committee. 
The Freedoms Foundation has three times 
honored Felmeth with awards for ser- 
mons preached during different years, 
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and in 1963 he was given a Doctor of 
Divinity degree by Bloomfield College, of 
which he is a Trustee. 

Bernard Kilgore, a native of Indiana 
and Phi Beta Kappa graduate of De Pauw 
University in 1929, joined the staff of 
Dow Jones in September, 1929, at the 
peak of the market boom of the Twen- 
ties. He moved to the firm's copy desk 
within two weeks, and for the next four- 
teen years was engaged in news work. 
In 1941 he was appointed managing edi- 
tor of the Wall Street Journal, and sub- 
sequently became Vice President and 
General Manager, then President of Dow 
Jones in 1945. In 1966 Kilgore resigned as 
President and Chief Executive Office of 
Dow Jones to become Chairman of the 
Board of Directors. A former member of 
the Economic Advisory Council of Prince- 
ton University, and currently serving on 
the Advisory Council of the Astro-Physics 
Department of the University, Kilgore is 
a Trustee of De Pauw University (Presi- 
dent of the Board in 1965) and has re- 
ceived numerous awards for distin- 
guished service to journalism. He makes 
his home in Princeton and is an Elder of 
the First Presbyterian Church. 

Frederick B. Speakman, Class of 1945 
at Princeton Seminary, has been the min- 
ister of the Westminster Church, Dayton, 
since 1963. He previously served from 
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1944 to 1949 as minister of the Central 
Brick Presbyterian Church of East Or- 
ange, N. J., and then for fourteen years 
in the pastorate of Third Church, Pitts- 
burgh. While in Pittsburgh he served as 
Acting Dean of the Chapel at Chatham 
College, guest Professor of Homiletics at 
Pittsburgh Theological Seminary, Vice 
President of Pittsburgh Seminary’s Board 
of Trustees, and Chairman of the College 
Division of the Committee of Christian 
Education of the Synod of Pennsylvania. 
A native of Chandler, Okla., Speakman 
is the author of The Salty Tang , Love 
Is Something You Do, and God and Jack 
Wilson. In 1960-61 he was featured in 
the television series “Man and His Prob- 
lems” produced by the Westinghouse 
Broadcasting Company. After earning 
both the B.A. and M.A. degrees from the 
University of Oklahoma, Speakman came 
to Princeton Seminary in 1941 for his 
B.D. degree. He is a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa, and held the Newberry and The- 
ology Fellowships at the Seminary as 
well as winning the Hugh Davies Prize 
in Preaching. He took a second M.A. 
degree at Harvard, has been honored 
with the Doctor of Divinity degree by 
Washington and Jefferson College, 
and was named by the General Assem- 
bly as the National Presbyterian Church 
preacher for the year 1964.

ALUMNI GIVING SETS NEW RECORDS 


More than 1,000 Princeton Seminary 
alumni sent cash or pledges for the 1966 
Alumni Roll Call, Vice President Robert 
M. Skinner reported at the annual Alumni 
Banquet during Commencement, for a 
total of more than $30,000. 

The figure is more than twice the 
$12,429.37 contributed by 886 former stu- 
dents a year ago. Among the 1966 gifts 
was a contribution of $10,500 in stock 
for the establishment of a scholarship 
fund, but even with this large gift left 
out of the comparisons, the 1966 Roll 
Call achieved the following: 
$20,625.25 in cash and pledges — 

up $8,195.88 
1,032 alumni participating — up 146 
$19.31 average gift — up $7.45 
18.6% of alumni participating — up

Former members of the faculty and_ staff 
whose deaths were reported recently are: Emil 
Brunner, who taught at Princeton Seminary in 
1938-1939; Andrew W. Blackwood, Professor of 
Homiletics from 1929 to 1950; and Henry Sey- 
mour Brown, a former Seminary Trustee who 
became Vice President in 1937 and served until 
his retirement in 1946. 

Emil Brunner, one of the most distinguished 
theologians of his generation, died April 7 in 








Switzerland near the campus of the University 
of Zurich where he began his teaching career in 
1924. A parish minister in the Canton of Glarus 
before going to the classroom, Brunner was one 
of the key figures in bridging the gap between 
European and American theology. 


Princeton 


University, during its 1946 Bicentennial Celebra- 


tion, awarded him a Doctor of Divinity degree 
with a citation that praised his leadership in 
the modern theological revival and in preparing 
European Protestantism for resistance to tyranny. 
His books, including Justice and the Social Or- 
der, The Mediator, Christianity and Civilization, 
and The Christian Doctrine of God, remain sta- 


ples in the reading diet of theological students. 


After his retirement at Zurich Brunner spent 
several years on the faculty of the Japanese
